Report of ..the Inspectors on the Mayo College, Ajmer^' 191 9. 

The Oo]lego ^as inspected from ^ 6 th td 29th M&rcb 1919i , '• r' • i 

Staff. — For the greater part of the past jear the PrincipAl has bocn rrorhid^ n'nder a serious 
disadrantage on aooonni'of the absence of almost the entire European staff on' Military'^ dnty or 
on duties directly connected rrith the War. Great credit is due' 'to him for the organizing 
ability and tireless energy which he has brongbt to bearipn the problem of saring the Oullego'from » 
‘ a disastrous breach of continuity and tradition. It was inevitable that the college should suffer ' 
bnt no great harm has been done and it may be confidently expected that, with the gradnhl 
filling up of the vacant .places, there will be in a very short time a return to the normal high , 
standards. , • .'i; i . ■ 3 ' • . 

Supervision of Aoueei.— The question of the- cnethod of appointment of the hlotamids' 
remains where it was at the time of last year’s iuspectiop. ‘..Various causes have contributed to 
prevent a full meeting of the Oollege Oouncil, but wo were given to understand that the matter . 
will be brought before that body at an early date. 

The Monitorial anstem. — A recent experiment of great interest has been made in the appoint- 
ment of boys of suitable age, standing and character as monitors. It is too early to form a judg- 
ment on the success of this experiment, but the new monitors appear to accept their duties and 
responsibilities in the right spirit and we share with the Principal the | hope that he will be able 
through this system to develop in the Oollege a sense of lionour, fair play and respect for authority 
' ^And to cnltivnte unselfish work for the school which may lend in duo course to wider patriotism for. 
India, and atiH wider patriotism for the Empire. ' . . 

.EnpfisA.— The organization and method of the teaohing of English continno admirable. .« 
^.There is a perceptible falling off — directly trnoeable to the absence of the European staff — in the 
attainment, in English of the lower classes. We have every confidence that this falling off is . 
phrely temporary. In certain classes the translations from* the Vernacalar into English were 
•• inadequately corrected, in some cases this defect was dno to carelessness, in others ito lack of 
knowledge of English on the part of the teacher. It would be well if this important" branch of 
teaching could be placed under the supervisiou of European masters We are aware that the 
European masters already hove as much work as they cun reasonably be expected to perform and 
nU we would suggest is that the translation books of each class should be sent to a European . 
niastor at stated intervals and that, after perusal, he shonld point out to the translation master, in 
two or three, uf the books, what mistakes he bus omitted to notice and what errors in idiom and , 

. style ne has himseJt introduced. . ^ 

^Tanrfmritin^.— Handwriting'ia better'taugbt than it is in the majority of Indian schools but 
there is considerable room for improvement. The defects arrange themselves under four main, 
heads :. — 

(1) There is a tendency in certain classes to avoid giving any instruction at all. The 

tcoclier initials the boy’s copy hot apparently does not point out to him where 
ho has gone wrong. In some olasses some of the errors are’ indicated ' by pencil 
marks but others are not noticed. >• 

(2) Too much is done at a time by the boys. Handwriting should bo done entirely in 

class and the teacher should move round the class constantly pointing out mistakes. 
On no account should a boy be allowed to make a second copy of the same line 
before the first copy has been criticized. A pleasing feature ' Of the teaching of 
handwriting is that the boys are made to copy the model into the lowest line 
provided and to work upwards on the page. This device ensores that each line is' 
copied direct from the model and not from the copy, directly above it. When boys " 
show little faculty for penmanship they shonld be made to repeat in their double 
lined exercise books the earlier exercises in tbeir copy' books. 

(3) In some classes simplified capital letters have been substituted for those lithograpbed 
in the copy books." To such an alteration there call "be no objection on principle — 
many of the capitals in the books are unnecessarily elaborate — bat good models 
should invariably -be provided and the teacher Shonld bestow great care in their pre- 
paration^^ In certain cases we found boys copying models such as capital H’s and 
® p al b s formed of three thin straight lines each and very carelessly written by 


j 
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the teacher. In order to teach penmanship > cnrVod lines of varying thickness 
shonld occur in the models. Moreover, if the models in the existing copy heohs 
, ■*' . are fonild to'be nnsnitoblo it wonld. not be diffionlt to change the copy books. 

(4) In their written work in English (Aher than handwriting, boys are often allowed to ‘ 
nse forms of letters which are not sanctioned by English enstom. V7o found at 
least „ one case of a capital T which was more like u P and oapital G’s formed like 
small I’s wore fairly common. • • , ■ , ' 

Thoihandwriting in Hindi does not appear to bo n partionlarly profitable use of time. The 
copying of -Hindi' letters to 2 inches in height is of the nature of decorative drawing rather* 

than of penmanship.' « ' ' 

Orcnoitiffi - — ^Thero is a very marked improvement in the teaching of drawidg. The teacher 
is eridently bent on acquiring now methods and succeeds in interesting his pnpils to a marked 
degree. Th'e models chosen are generally snitable and the drawings are in many cases highly 
creditable. It is however donbtfnl whether any good purpose is served by giving rectilinear 
'models to boys who have not been taught the rules of perspective.' • ' * 

The drawing hall is well lighted but the light is too diffused. It would bo to the odvantage 
of the teaching of the subject if the ingress of light could bo confined to one side so that more 
definite shadows would bo thrown by the models. 

JHathematice . — The classes of the college are now divided into maihematical sots in which 
Humars are placed according to their mathematical abilities ; the syllabus too has been arranged 
between the classes in a much more logical manner than was formerly the case. It is all the more 
disappointing 'to find that, in spite of the excellence of the general organization of the teaching, 
the standard of attainment ns lodged by the work of the Humars is low. It may be bcca*aso tho 
new system has not ' been in force for a sufficient length of time to show beneficial results, or ' 
perhaps the excellence of the system leads one to expect too much, but the general impression - 
gained was one of flatness and lack of interest, an indication that the teachers in some oases 
have failed to gain the interest and attention of their classes. Nothing is more disconraging to 
the qnick and intelligent worker than to be kept waiting after every problem whilst the dullord 
II trying vainly to solve it and whilst the master gives a lengthy explanation on the blackboard; 
yet this seems to bo the method generally employed. It is true that this keeping back of tho most 
able boys cannot always be avoided, but mathematics leads itself better than most subjects to 
different standards of attainment being reached by pupils in tho some cla^s. It should, we, think, 
bo poosible, in classes which are small enough to 'enable a good dcol of iudividiial attention being 
given, <40 do more to onconrage those Humors who .show promise of Mathoinatical ability. Wo 
■ would suggest that the European member of the staff, who Is in clinrge of mathematics in tlia 
^ollegc should bo allo.wed time to pay occasional visits to the different classes in order to supervise 
their work. . 

' — The methods of instruction and tho general arrangement of tho coarse in this 

subject are really excellent ; no special remarks arc called for. 

Setence.—The college is fortiinoto in possessing an extremely well-arranged and woll- 
eqnipped science section. The only thing lacking is a beating apparatus of some kind, and as this 
is essential, wo recommend that tho purchase of n suitahlo plant should receive early consideration. 

A Mansfield’s oil gas instollation would perhaps bo most satisfactory but is open to the objections 
that it is expensive and would entail tho erection of a small somewhat unsightly building near tho 
college. On tho other hand a DoLaitto petrol gns with Bunsen barnors, although not so useful 
for experimental work, would meet all tho requirements of tho science coarse, it would bo cheaper 
and would not need ontside accommodation, so that on tho whole this arrangement wonld probably 
bo found prefernhlo. 

As in the case of Geography a word of praise is due to the instruction in science. Tho 
Kumars showed that they were able to carry out experimental work with accuracy and reasonable 
speed, and the lessons, given by tbo soienoe master indicate that he is teaching on correct lines. 

It would bo bettor 4£ the time table could bo arranged so as to give two double and one single 
period each week instead of one double and three single periods, but if this involves serious 
iuconvenlence to other classes it is scarcely worth while attempting to make the change.
